THE deaths and suffering of 
thousands of Italians is an extreme 
and painful way with which to be 
made aware„ once more, of the 
uselessness and danger of govern¬ 
ments, The earthc^uake that hit one 
of Italy's poorest areas destroyed 
entire villages and killed thousands 
of people, but left the machinery 
of government, Its unshakable bur- 
eaucracy^ still standing and funct¬ 


ioning as inefficiently and ineptly 
as ever. The Italiaji government 
Is directly responsible lor many 
thousands of deaths. Civil defence 
programmes for the protection of 
citizens after natural disasters had 
been approved of nine years ago„ 
however, in the slow moving Ital¬ 
ian political arena, even now no- 
one knows how to implement them.

ETen JoumtJiBts vjd mi^nnt work¬ 
ers returoing from Germaziy and 
Switzerlmid to their home towns 
arrived before any organized aid. 
And as £ write people are dying 
from lack of proper care and att- 
estiOD and many originally buried 
aUve are being dug out dead as the 
necessary equipment for moving 
the debris finally arrives. In an 
attempt to make their failure seem 
less serious the governments off¬ 
icial figures for the dead and miss¬ 
ing are much lower than most obs¬ 
ervers estimates. The final death 
toll could reach 20^ 000* Even the 
president of the republic^ Pertini, 
has condemned his government's 
actions^ or non-actions^ as nr. out^ 
rage. The mmister of the Interior 
hoQ tried to run for cover by sub¬ 
mitting his resignation. This was 
refused by the Prime Minister and 
he now seems the most likely scape¬ 
goat* Meanwhile the Communist 
Party (PCI) is trying to make some 
political mileage out of the cata¬ 
strophe^ claiming that it should 
take over the government. At the 
Same time its lorries covered in 
PCI emblems rush to the earth¬ 
quake victims to buy votes with 
tinned meat and condensed milk* 

To put the uselessness of govern¬ 
ment aid in perspective, Sicily,, 
where there was a massive earth¬ 
quake in 1908, has sent 3 milliards 
(lira ;c£l* 5m) in aid. This leaves 


them 347 milUards (lira ] cOOOm 
in 1968) Uning their pockets as they 
were given 400 milliards at the time 
to rebuild the devastated area* (The 
people of Value dl Belice, S icily, 
still live In prefabs put there as 
temporary accommodatiou till the 
rebuilding work the aid was intended 
for was completed - it never start¬ 
ed, the money disappeared*) There 
la a great fear that tlaa state of aff¬ 
airs wUl be repeated and people 
sending money are distrustful of 
government agencies, preferrii^ 
to send it via Red Cross or their 
political party. 

The Italian govemmeot, arguably 
the most corrupt and inefficient in 
the western werhi, begins to face 
up to a scandal that even it cannot 
hide, but which in one way or another 
it will undoubtedly survive* The 
Italian people, made up of frieiids, 
families and communities, fights back 
against the disaster as best it can. 
These people, quite rightly berate 
a govemmeut that, like all govern¬ 
ments, claims to be a panacea for 
all their ills* After all you are not 
supposed to be capable of organizing 
your own Lives, so it is to the gov¬ 
ernment you delegate your wishes, 
and it promises to look after you 
and make sure you donT hurt your¬ 
self, But governments ars always 
corrupt, morally and fInaneialiyv 
and when asked to perform one of 
their supposed functions, invari¬ 
ably collapse in a morass of ineff¬ 
iciency and make their people suff-

er* Having made tbe people beJJeve 
that under its umbrella no rain would 
fall, the people are now droviL.i:ig 
in a tidal wave of concrete, -bricks 
and mortar, and left to die beneath 
tliem* How Ironic that the» Baaae 
people, when this same government 
Judiciously whips up feelings of 
patriotism, will merrily go to war. 

To die an unnatural death in an 
unnatural situation* And only com¬ 
plain if they Lose, if more of them 
are killed than their 'enemies\ So 
conditioned to accept the control 
and authiorUy of poUticians and bur¬ 
eaucrats that they will find any excuse 
to live Oppressed and refuse revol¬ 
ution. If thousands of people left to 
die after an earthquake will not 
shake the people ^s deep- rooted sub- 
servience and belief in the need to 
be led, and to follow, down the patlia 
of destruction - what will ?

TORNESS 

TRIALS 

ON 2Qth November five people went 
on trial at Haddington following the 
state's big show of strength at the 
nearby Tomess Power Station site 
last May, 

About forty people came to 
picket the court and show solidarity 
with the defendants, and arriving in 
good time, started the day with a 
quick march round the town, cot 
stopping to ask police permission. 
Several hundred leaflets were 
distributed, describing circum¬ 
stances of the prosecutions and ad-- 
vocating mass direct aetjon to stop 
nuclear power and to take coutrO'l 
of all society's resources. 

In the trials the defendants tried 
to show how massive the states 
reaction to the attempted occupation 
of the site was, and the roqghness 
of the arrests that inevitably came. 
(We were all charged with attempting 
to rescue*) The sherrif was unim¬ 
pressed and imposed fines totalling 
£450* 

To show our determination to con¬ 
tinue with direct action against 
nuclear power despite the state's 
clampdown, we occupied the South 
of Scotland Electricity Board 
showrooms in nearby Ehinbar that 
afternoon, causing them to atop 
business for a short time* 

At the same time in Hackney, 
continuad on page 3 
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London, six drums of ^nuclear 
AMSuOte' were dumped outside & 

London Electricity Board show¬ 
room and about 15 people dis¬ 
played banners and distributed 
leaflets to protest about the 
carrying of nuclear waste through 
London and to show solidarity with 
those appearing in court at 
Haddington, 

Tfie night before in Glasgow, the 
Direct Action for Radical Ecology 
group tOQl£ 'direct action against 
SSEB stations and "locked out'’ the 
worJsJforce to express solidarity with 
the accused and draw attention to 
the Inherent dangers of the nuclear 
state,' 

Another of those arrested in May 
goes on trial at Haddington, East 
Lothian on 9th January, There 
will be an anti-nuclear presence at 
the trial. All welcome, trial starts 
at 10 am.

WE HOIE the Informatton p-esented 
here TifUl disirove tiie British gover’^ 
Dinent^s poisigflTi^ tJit the corafllt- 
lone faced by the prlfloners ’Who are 
[roteating In Armagh and the H- 
Dlocks are ^seU-lnOlCted', The 
prisoners have not only been pun¬ 
ished for non-cooperation in Uie 
form of loclE-up, no clothing etc., 
but they have been beaten and <feg- 
raded continuously. 

The prisoners* frotest must be 
broken for the British government 
to Succeed at regaining control and 
'normaUsing’ society here In the 
north-east of Ireland. The legacy 
of a plocty of colontsation, and the 
Investment of capital bobi exert 
strong Inlluence on the government's 
decision to 'win the war'* But 
probably most important of Its 
priorities is the need to put down 
a challenge to its authority, by 
repression, assaEBii:iatlOTi and im¬ 
prisonment. That challenge could 
have repercusBlona withtn sections 
of the population It lias so far man¬ 
aged to contain - the working ckss, 
women, young people, the bbcK 
community, the Welsh and the 
ScotUflb* 

Inter nine nt, wlitch h&d been on 
the statute books for fifty years, 
came to an end in 19'74. Inter nat¬ 
ional and local [rotest became 
embarrassing for the world's 
oldest 'democracy'* The BrttiBh 
government's Diplock com miss¬ 
ion Introduced a system of trla I for 
scheduled offences (the definition 
Is vague but applies mostly to ser¬ 
ious 'poHilcal' crime). 

In a Dlploctt Court- 

1* there Is one judge and no jury 

2 , the defendant has to [lOve him/ 
herself Innocent rather than the 
[^osecution prove guilt 

3, evidence can be ijased on hear¬ 
say 

4, in signed confessions again the 
defendant has to prove torture If 
s/he wants bo InvalldaiE it 

5, ball can only be got from a high 
court 

So It Is not Burprlslng that 80 
per cent of convictions are based on 
signed! confessions. These are 
uBiAlly 'extracted' in the infamous 
RUC interrogation centres of 


Caatlereagh Iti Belfast, Strand In 
Derry, and Gough in Armagh* 

That torture Ifl used syste mat- 
lea Ity is indlspu^ble. Even the lib¬ 
eral A mnesty Inter rational and two 
local police doctors {who later re¬ 
signed) detailed the mental and 
physical intimidations* Tor recent 
coverage, see 'Beating the Terror* 
Istfl', a Penguin SpeciaL 

Under the legistobon which 
covers these courts, the British 
army can hold you for foiir hiJurs 
before handing you over to the 
RUC. TTiey In turn can hold you 
for three days (two of which are 
without the right to a solicitor)* 

Under the Prevention of Tterrarism 
Act, aa in Engtend, Scot^nd and 
Wales, you can be held for seven 
days. The mere thought of seven 
days In one of tlie above nienttOTied 
centres Ib enough to intimidate 
people Into co-operating with the 
interrogators. 

The Diploek Cesurts were the centre 
of the Trltiah governments attempt 
to fresent the violent social upheav¬ 
al here as simply a question of '^w 
and order'*Two years later the pol¬ 
itical status granted after a hunger 
strike was removed aa Roy h^son 
and the Labour government. Intens¬ 
ified the 'crlmiiahsation' and 'frlm- 
acy of the police' policies,Previously 
those convicted in Diplock Courts 
were housed in compounds (the cages) 
and had a fairly high degree cf aee- 
oclation. They wear their own clothes 
and do no prison work. 

It was In 197S when the system 
ctenged+The newly convicted refused 
to accept the labe 1 criminal and be^n 
the 'b&nfcet' potest whereby they 
refused [rison clothing and [xtson 
work*

the horrible conditions in tJie jalLg*) 

More, much more, could be said 
about the diseases, malnutrition,de¬ 
gradation, mental disorientation— 
about Pauline McLaughlin,whose 
.weight laB dropped from 10^ stone 
to 4i stone, forced to quit the prot¬ 
est, and has Just come out from 
hospital t^ck to prison for thj^ sec¬ 
ond time in two months*Her itlnesfl 
has not yet been diagnosed, but its 

known that everything that she swal- 
IcrwB, Inclining vita min tablets, she 
vomltB upagain. 

After years we are now at the 
stage of deadlock. The Re Stives 
Action Committees have organised 


marches, pickets and occufationo. 

Tie Natioifil H-Block Committee was 
formed a year ago and organised big¬ 
ger marches,Recently dubious neg¬ 
otiations took place between leading 
Catholic Church figures and the Sec* 
of State, Atkins* 

As you will have heard, seven of 
the blanitet me n have e mixirked on a 
hunger strike to the death* Given the 
condittonB endured iitBlde,the choice 
between another 20 years of this and 
a hunger strllte is not a great oi»e* ( 
[Protestors lose aU their remission). 

There has been a grourmfewell of 
support starting with a 30,000 str¬ 
ong march on Sunday 2eth Oct. 

Lck^l hunger strike groups tave 
sprung up througtput the north and 
pickets, r oadblocks, tor Ch light pro - 
cessions occu^ almost every day. 

The RUC and army have ke^ a low 
p-ofite during these [Tatests(a|^rt 
from a few arrests). But we expect 
them to lay In after 3^ weeks 'wait 
and see' period*An Inditetton of 
what they are t^^teble of was the 
double assasBlifiation of two IRSF 
members Just over 2 weeks ago, 
when the SAS broice down their 
front door in the early hours of the 
morning. 

This communication is sent out 
bet^use we feel we must pHy some 
[lirt in under mlnlr^ the ability of 
the government to outlast the etrl- 
lters*The Tory government appears 
determined arid strong* It IS CBpec- 
ially strong in the north here wlwre 
12, ODO lroo;B, 10, 000RUC,and 
7, 800 UDR have contained the frot- 
eBt within the minority working 
class distrLcts, 

We have our own tasks here, but 
we also feel that elswhere an oppor¬ 
tunity exists for support.

at the time Of writing (2m Nov), 
Kliner House is ottU occuple<J. Most 
people thought, given GLCa anger at 
the occupation, that they would p-eas 
for eviction at the earliest opportun¬ 
ity - Noveiuber 19th, But rto-one 
reckoned with the new aberrlff, Btack* 
who, unlllce hia ta-edecesaor Harris, 
is not a 'srrash the doors down and 
Hood the place with cops’ type sherr- 
iff* Black wants a quiet eviction ^t 
almost any c03t\ acca-dlng to Snow- 
ahlH, the head of the GLC Squatted 
PremiseB Depfirtment, 

So we are still here and are still 
prep».red. The latest gossip {unfort¬ 
unately unverlflable at Ibe moroent) 

Is that heca-use the GLC have just 
stopped work on 200 projecla, due to 
lack of money, they can’t have the 
ready cash to Clean up this place for 
the market orree we are evicted. 

Hence this extended delay. Another 
piotnt In our favour la that since the 
judo’s decision against us there 
has been a considerable turnover 
of eqxjatters here resulting in a lot 
more families now occupying flats. 
Would the GLC want to turf out a 
whole load of lamilies just before 
Xmas and risk all Gie adverse pub¬ 
licity, WeUlsee, 

Talking of families, Lambeth 
Council have given a committment 
to re-housing the families from the 
squat which applied to them after 
the judges tJeclslon, It may mean 
a period of months In a reception 
centre first, but they will end up 
with some form of stable roof over 
their heads. This Is a point well 
worth noting aa it is a good iiiduce-* 
mentfor more families to squat, 

legal points 

THE DECISTOn against us In court 
should be of Interest to future mass 
squats. Our argument was against 
the GLCs aprpHcatlon for one order 
with which to evict the whole block. 

We said that as one ftetwae empty 
we did not occupy the whole block, 
and therefore the case should be 
droppjed and the GLC made to appjly 
for 59 separate orders, (One of the 
60 flats was kept empty In an attempt 
to breach this legal loopiiolB.) 

The GLC argued that Kllner House 

is flurrounfled by a high fence 


with the only point of access 
being a tirge gate which we kepit 
locked and girded, Thetr offic¬ 
ials and the police had to ask for 
’’permission' to enter and we All¬ 
owed* them in and so on, (Which 
was the case.) Therefore they 
had lost control of the whole block 
and one application for possession 
of Kllner House was necessary. 
Lord Justice park agreed. 

So any future squat of a similar 
nature must heed this decision. It 
is always best to control the access 
point but this,need not he done in 
such a way lo make visiting offic¬ 
ials, poUce etcetera asK fer per¬ 
mission to enter. They l\ave to 
have free access. But note, this 
Only applies to ihe puhHc areas 
such as the courtyard, stairs, 
passageways etcetera. They 
cannot enter Indlvtdi^l fb-ts etc, 
and never let them do this.

MEANWHIIE In Islington, the first 
eviction order has gone through the 
eourta to remove temnts of Isling¬ 
ton Community Housti^ from houses 
owned by London Borough of Isling¬ 
ton. The tetiante should have been 
provided with reptacement houses 
under the terms of ihe license agree- 
nient between tCH and LBl, 

They aren't being offered these 
houses, tn direct contradiction to 
a decision made at a Council Hous¬ 
ing Commltte meeting. 


The court case turned out to be 
extremely interesting. Judge Leach 
granted pjossesston to LBI - he has 
little option to do otherwise as the 
law Stands, but he said some inter¬ 
esting things, 

Ftrstly he referred to TCH aa 
'this admirable scheme’ and rec¬ 
ommended that the occupants of the 
houses under the order 'should be 
rehoused in accommcxfiitlon which 
is admittedly available’. He then 
went On to comment on the E3 a 
week levy which he described as 
!a traged^.. .which spoilt a very 
sensible scheme'. He said that If 
the council tried to sue ICH for levy 
arrears ’as I see it they wouldn’t 
have a leg to stand on, ’ 

ICH themselves seem to thtnk- 
according to thetr press releases 
anyway - that all this augurs well 
for housing tn Islington and they 
even talk about the council^ Irrat- 
toTial behaviour' and have arrangsd 
pickets etcetera.

Their role has been, whether delib¬ 
erately or ir&dvertently, to make 
one sort of squatting Vesp^Ctablie’ 
and all others verging on the crlm- 
iTfil, Their existence, and the ex¬ 
istence cH other similar short-life 
housing groups, has given the 
councils the excuse they need to 
clamp dcjwn on unrespectable 
squatters and make squatting much 
more difficult. 

All these groups seem to be full 
of pcopile of varied pounds 1 colours 
(most^ shades of red) so there is 
much fectlon fighting and selling 
Out, There are the blatant career¬ 
ists serving thetr apprenticeships 
for a poflitiO'n on the council 
safely eneconoed in cosy council 
flats) and there are the misguided 
Idealists who don’t reaUze thetr 
rotes and think they are actually 
doing something about housing. 

Is It too much to ho|ie that the 
behaviour of the Council (and even 
ICH) will shake these people ajt of 
tJietr complacency and out of the 
short life groups to unite with 
sqfitters and take up toe slogan - 
a^ the action - Seize HouBingl

A prison 
beating 

Dear friends* 

Oi Tuesday d-ll-dO at ^^lOam I 
was violently attacked and beaten to 
the ground by four prison officers. 
This attack took place within the 
prison cell that I am Confined in 
which is situated in the segregation 
unit at this prison* During the Cou¬ 
rse of the attack 1 sustained facial, 
neck and back injuries. Ido not yet 
know the extent of these injuries or 
what, possibly, the long term effect* 
may be* I am not being given pro¬ 
per medical treatment but f have 
been K-rayed and there aie no hpnes 
broken. I am mostly worried about 
two injuries which were inflicted on 


my hack and on my left eye* My 
back ia under considerable discom¬ 
fort and the left eye keeps offering 
blurred vision. 1 have had severe 
headache* since the attack took 
place and am constantly in fear of a 
Second attack PC curing* 1 am not 
being allowed to see tbe police or tp 
Write to my solicitor about the 
matter until f have made a Comp¬ 
laint tp the prison department 
which simpV,aa a means,. Is a met¬ 
hod of frustrating and delaying any 
iujl^uiry instituted by external bodies 
in response tp my complaint. I am 
going through with their formalities 
but am totally dissatisfied with the 
situation as the prison authorities 
would have it and 1 am hoping that 
by writing to my solicitor (James 
Saunders , 97 GolboUme Road* 
l.Konidon w, 10 oNl*), my MF (Dennis 
Healeyji, and the Home Office* you 
will be able to assist me by repoT- 
ling to these people what 1 have 
reported to you* Since the attack 
took place there has been a great 
deal of pressure on me and I feel 
that it is a totally unhealthy situa¬ 
tion that I Dow remain in this prison 
a day longer. The war..^ers know 
that 1 am taking criminal action 
proceedings against them and, not 
to put too fine a point on it, I fear 
the 

reaction to this is already beg¬ 
inning to show* Will you please >nlp 
me in any other way that you feel 
you can.

The Fifth CongrasB of the CNT last Ddcejnber was s victory 
for the "hlstoriicos' or those who want the CNT to continue Its 
die ve ic^an ent wlthlp the tradltian uf aaarchO''iiyndic9Uwi. 

In March 19B0» the'renovardos' (a^novator£) had a national 
ma^Lliif' of eouie rei^lonaJ Bedtlohs of the CNT at ^aragozs, 
which rejected the outcome of the Fifth Congress and declared 
the General Secretary, Jose Ruendia,. to be unacc^ptahlE. 

The eitlle niovemenl and the FA I (Anarchiat Federation) 
both accused of man Lii^ulating the Fifth Congress in Madrid. 

It is worth mentioning that when 1 was at the Fifth Congress 
both the exiles and the FAI were occasionally referred to as If 
they Were a branch of the mafia. However, a report tn Black 
Flag (January 1^30) disputes the e^^islence of FAI and another, 
more recently, refers to Marxist mischief makers and some 
Catholic left politicians as provoking trouble in the CNT, 


Cki the other hand, when ooc talks to tlie exiles it is often 
the reformor pure syndicalists who are blamed for 
creating problems In their efforts to make the CNT into a 
deancSticated trade union. 

Yet others will accuse the 'gjoba.tists^ who want to turn the 
CNT Into a collection of minority groups - flghtlr^ for gays^ 
greens, women and a scries of social causes, or even the FIGA 
(Federation of Anarehisl Groups!) with their curious fund- 
raising activitieG^ combined wltli an odd legalistic pa^aidu for 
receipts which has slready compromised otic general secretary 
of the CNT, 

The list of scapegoats is sceniingly endless, as one CNT 
militant told me in Madrid last year: the FA^ the reformists, 
the pure sy ndic allstSi the revolutionary syndic nlists, the 
Marjtifite, the councilUsts, the globafifitfi, the exiles, the 
FIGA. Take your pink or perm any three from Ibur; your 
gifss, as to the real culprlis. Is as good as mine or anybody 
elfie'a. 


Patio Politics 

Ob the face of It the FAI exists and publishes tierja y lihert- 
ad . At the Fifth Congress of the CNT, though the TAl Ws not 
Invited officially, there were communications of ei^iport Imn 
the FAl ConvmisiQn Helacionadara Pentneular^ the FAI 
Andalucla, Regional Committee; the FAI of Levante and the 
FAJ of Alicante. It also appeared that ihe FAI carried Some 
inlluence at Congress, but I am not convinced that the Con¬ 
gress was stage managed by them bS SCme are claiming. 

Clearly neither the FAf nor the exiles have been as 
tactful In their operation as they mlKht have been: but then 
again, if 1 may allow myself a racist lapse, the search for the 
modest Spaniard Is never easy. 

In a sense this explains the level bitterness which is eon- 
tailed in some of the hair raising accounts which have eftne 
out ol Spain this year. Not long ago Suarea was accused of 
corruption in the Cortes: now it is the turn of C&rnelrc on the 
Portuguese side of the peninsular. Equally, Enrici Marcos, 
who was CNT generki secretary until last December, has now 
been criticised for spending more than a million pesetas of 
CNT mowy touring northern Spain and the Canaries, prestsn- 
Bbly to Create support for the 'lenovado^ cause. Obe paper 
accused hkn of doliiK nothing to help build up the movement 
in the south - that is, Andalucia, the "cradle of anarcho- 
syndicalism ^ 

What's going on in Spain is a kind of patio politics with all 
the viciousness of village life. It goes without faying that 
hardly any general secretary of the CNT has ever had a vote 


ol thanks. At meetings of the CNT, the general secretary and 
the chair are often addressed as coSio . Nowadays ebno 
(part of the Ibmale anatunxy), rather than compaiSaro IS the 
most common style of address in the CNT; perhaps It always 
was. Even their language is tEiat of the patio rather than the 
conlbrcrice hall - something which alarms North American 
observers.

The March meeting ol the 'lenovadus' In Zaragotta claimed 
substantial organisational support for opposing Buendls, and 
the decisions of the Fifth COE^ress, Last month, frcftn the 
fishermen and workers at the CNT local in l>ania, AUcanie^ 1 
Lcamt that CarloM artlncz of the transport syndicate in 
Valencia has been elected new general secretary by the CNT

These 'renavardos' seem to have the sigiportof all the 
syndicates in the Canaries (a region which joined t1^ CNT two 
years ago) and several syndicates La the reglobS of Cantahra^ 
Valencia, Zaragoza, Galicia and aIscwhcre mainly Innorlhern 
Spain. 

Ti^y appear to have almost no backing in Andalucia or 
Extremadura in the south. 

The composition ol the Suppoii for the “renovados' Seems 
to reflect a dominanoe ol white collar workers. The flsheimen 
of Denis reflected bitterly on this point. ’ It's always the

An electricijui who wrote to me from Madrid lells me that 
tlie dilficultiec are being created by the 'bureaucratic profess- 
iojit' and goes on to say that the ^genuine worliers" in unglneer- 
ingj construction, fishing and on the land have mtified the 
traditionaJ. anarcho-syndicalist progranime of the Fifth Con¬ 
gress. 

Leaving aside the strain of shopfloor chauvinisni in this 
account, the white collar attitudes must be of interest lo ys, 
if Only becayse, I suspect, most British anarchists fall into 
this category. Fur workers in these iobs shuffling their 
papers cannot readily visualise the practical control of their 
own Jubs. 

In the world of the pen pusher, unlike that of the peasant, 
the factory worlffir or the llshemian. the 'next step’ - the 
logical process and development from job control through en¬ 
croaching control to workers' control - is Hi-defined. Though 
In Sume case£ - such as perhaps sections of the French union, 
the CFDT - there are Signs of white collar workers being 
more concerned than Iraditioiial workers are With restructur¬ 
ing the whole society, they lack, even in France, the strong 
sense of identity and Epirlt of resistanoc of traditional work¬ 
ers (1}. 

Reformiem offers one fioluiion for the white collar workers 
and Boine critics claim the 'renovardos' are really reformists 
Seeking to domesticate the ChT under the guise of mode mirat¬ 
ion. The pursuit of prestige and rewards under capltallaa; 
would no doubt characterise many white collar workers, In 
Spain as much as in England. 

- Two of the basic Issufis which divide the 'renovardos' from 
the ^hiatoricos' concern reforms, or a con^promiee ofprln- 
clplee. One problem le whether the CNT can enUrr into agree¬ 
ments with employers for specific periods of time. The 
'histortcos' argue that the CNT can't sell the workers^ right to 
future freedom Of action on the bai ls of the employe rs^ promise 
to pay a few pesetas more in return for industrial peace. 

The 'renovardoe' favour agreements for cattleaJ reasons, in 
Older to compete on equal terms witli the socialist and cotnm- 
unLBt trade unions.

Another divisive Iss jl is the 'renovrrdos' Support for the 
election of penmtnent shop stewards. The ^historicos’ beliyvti 
that workers' deleg^lss should be elected only to deal wiih a 
Specific problem, and not for a period of time. 

To see the 'renOvardos' as pure reformists is too simplo a 
view. Not all whits collar workers are reformists either; one 
of the most revoJutionnry anarchists I knew In tlie l9Ws was an 
athsmatic civil servant. Even Orwell has said the revolution¬ 
ary is merely a climber with a bomb in his pocket. 

in a sense this expLaink the syperflcisUy revolutionary 
stance of the 'globaitsta' who fonoi part of the ^renovardo’ CNT. 
The globalist case is for the CNT to becouie a movement of 
'odds and sods' with the workers as orte more or less equal 
element in a pluralistic mishmash, ft would ci'eate a union of 
competing intsjmsts, social ad well as political and ecouou^fc, 
Euid there is no Sign that Such a movement could produce a 
cunvinclng and cone rule alternative programme to chalienge 
the present system. 

Ode suspects that globall^n is more of a desiderate and 
alienated response by whits collar workers to the sxisiing 
system than a prograoime for practical action. 

Perhaps C. Wright M ills' asiae£^ent is right, enpectaliy 
when he say^ " .,, whliii collar people carry less rationality 
than illusion and Less desire for freedom than misery of 
modem anxieties. Their socially bleak ways uf life writ lai'ge 
would not mean freedom or rationality for u>e individual or 
for society'' {2}. 


• ON’S FCXJT IN THE THfflB WORLD' 

A good way of dlSn>L$slng Spanish anarcho-syndlfcalisiip i^^ 
to argue that It Ifl not appropriate to the modem world. Che 
North An^erican observer sneering at the outcome of the 
Flilli Congress luld me "these people {the CNT and Spaniardo 
generally) £[111 have one foot in the Third World". 

This needs looking at metre closely, for underlying the 
'renovardu' and globalist critique a:iid the North American's 
mumblings is the belief that western advanced capitalist 
soclulios arc about to enler a 'iwst-industrial' or 'post- 
capiUiist' phase LTouraine. |9i71(3). It is a view inspired by 
the French events of May which are represented as a 

new form of conflict. 

In this view Ihe social struggle, if tJie globalists and 'new 
working Ciajis' have got it right, will be largely a confroutat- 
loji between the new workers - the students and technical and 
scientific workers - on one hand, and tlic archaic elements 
who rule society on the other. 

Whit I am sure the Marxist notion of class struggle arisbic 
at the point of production is owr optimistic, a^td a gross 
simplification. I don't think the globalists have got li righi. 

Unlike the Marxists, we don't want a cooks' guide to 
revolution, but we do need to study form. 

Undoubtedly conflicts spring from the sue la L Indigestion 
wliich goes with technological and structural change in society. 
But surely these relatlv'Cly privileged groups, the 'new work¬ 
ers', have soniething to look forward to ultfnTaiely? 

What of Uie traditional workers, the peasants etc., wJki may 
feel themselves threatened by modern social changes, and 
who still have a better track record in revoliitli3nai*y terms? 

The indications are that in Spain It has bet^n the peasants 
und ek-peasants of Andaiucia who, with each Succeeding 
generation which moved to Catalonia, maintained Ute radical- 
isai within the CNT t4). 

Similarly in the Mexican Revolution it was the Indians of 
More lies steeped in traditiun, who.thre&Eiond with the loss of 
their lands on the open market, did produce a social revolut¬ 
ion - "one of the three, ' says E, J. Hobsbawm. '^ which ifeservc 
the name in the history^ of Latin America", (5)i The Indians of 
Morelfes tn the early 20th century were a people who had nut 
quite lost their own life style to the big Jandownerfi^ but who 
were on the point of doing SO. 

According to C. L>. Cole, Britain's most socially radical 
trade union, the Grand National Consolidated Trades Uuioni of 
1334, In general "found its strongest backing among Trade 
Clubs of skilled craftauen in trades not yet greatly affected 
hy the Industrial revolution" (6), Naturally MarXi^S could use 
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tbest points to dlsmiSfi anBxchisici Syndic aiiEan as & glor¬ 
ified Eociai hEungov^r of a psigt ige. 

PeaeuiU yearning for feudal s^icurity in Mexico^ Nfneteentii 
century eraftstnen seeking to hang onto the guild tradition in 
English society. 

So far as I can see^ ivhat unites the nineteenth century 
craftsmen, the Ihflians ofMorellos and the Andalucian peas¬ 
ants Lb that they were all la & position to perceive what for them 
was a new social and economic systeru from outiSicte. Each of 
them had the chance to ccenprehend the new ^etem ijefore 
they had been absorbed by itn 

Can we look forward to an equally radical perspective froai 
the computer programpiers today? Though tl^y may be 
alienated and Irritated with problems of promotion and career 
structure, U seems unlikely. 

No doubt some would claim tliat if the programmer is homO'- 
sexuaL then this social inargmality will produce the possibiLii- 
ies for radical conflict aud consefousness. The private life of 
Individuals versus public msponBllillity io the economic and 
social Sphere. 

Social 'deviance^ In modern society is on the list of possible 
runners of course. But the capacity to move from what Alfred 
Schutz calls the ^parannount reality' of everyday life to other 
spheres of meaning may be assunied to be anihropologtcally 
given (7J. Plurality is basic to modernity. 

In this Sense 'shunting'f like picking one's nose in private, 
mereh^ becomes a ^vacation' from the world of work^ These 
and other forms of private experience represent refuge from 
this ’world of work’ rather than altrmaLives lo it, 

li general then the 'world of work' occupies thv dominant 
(josttfon in any society. This has probably always been the 
case but, as Peter Berger et ai point out. it is now more 
crucial tJian ever "because of the ircmendous impact of mod¬ 
em technological production upon every facet of social life" 

(b). To Lake a 'vacation^ the individual must make a deliberate 
otfori to shake off precisely that reality which is foreniosL in 
the individual's work li£>^ 

For my money the 'globalists'^ the 'deviants’ and the ’hew 
workers' are all 'outsiders' and also rans', hardly worth an 
each way bet on current form^ 

In "England the miners and In Spain the AndaLucian peasants, 
represent a far better revolutioiiary bet. 

U is because Spain still has one foot In the Third World 
that the possibility of s^na^ch.iSIl^ flowering is createst. The 
cultural clash between the two cogbltit'e systems is GCiJl 
being negotiated and though this contact between different 
cognitive systems is likely, even in Spain, to lead to what 


Berger et al can 'mutual contamination'^ wltJi the tradltfonal- 
1st pejiSant ultimately com prom Isbig and hicorporatlng elem¬ 
ents of modernity Into his or her own view, the evidence shows 
that during the process of contaniinetlon enure hl&m can offer 
an alternative to both modernity on the one hattd and tradlliOTL- 
aJian on the other. 

For their part the theorists of the 'now working class' and 
the 'renovardos' and globalists have failed to establish that 
the contradictions and opposition between the 'new workers' 
and 'archaic' social management is In itself Sufficient even iri 
France to produce a successful revolution^ What seem a more 
likely is that revolutlou i^ asMlchaelM ann Says, "a product 
of uneven development in both the economic and the non-eooti- 
omlc sector a, of multiple contradiction^ and social chacs, 
rather than the stark societal class confrontation envisaged 
arx". 

All the cleverly concocted arguments of learned Marxists, 
globalists and North Aniierlcan fashionable addicts that it 
Is Outdated have foiled to make Spajtish anarcho-syndicalism 
go away, li is a reeurrhii; pheuouienOn Ln Spanish lith and, 
like its leSG noble relative, British shoplloor syndic ullsn, 
it survives despite all the legislation, the rational arguments 
and employers' manoeuvres against it. 

ft Survived because It otforG a plausible aiternatlve tq 
capitalist siructurcs,. Anyone with a little kuagination can 
think up alternative worlds, but those who would be contfo- 
ually relevant must continually ask themselves which of these 
worlds is possible.

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^fE VOICE OF TERRt^; A BtOCTaiahy of Johann Moat By 

Frederic 'Trautmann^ Greeirwood Press, (Available through 

Freedonr Bookahop, El'S. 50. J 

JOHANN MOST IS at the same time tJne of the best-known and 
least-known figures In the history of the asiArchLst mrni.'ement. 
During hts lifetime he was a universal tfl.r!calure of the maiJ 
anarchist bomber^ an image which is re^oduced in the title 
of this hook. The i^slc foc1;s of his career are clear enough, 
taut they are derived almost entirely from what was written 
for effect by Most himself or his admirers on one aide, or for 
the apposite effect by the bourgeois [rees and his opponents 
On the other elde, and there 13 hard^ any be to lied corrobor¬ 
ation Or contradlctton from contempcprary documents or 
ImTflrtlal witnesses. As a result there is still no satisfactory 
biography of htin. 

Early biographical treatments by Budolf Hocker and Max 
Nettlau are uncritical and unreliable; later ones by Emna 
Goldman and Max Nomad are more detached but still highly 
[rejudlced. 'The referencea to him In histories of the left In 
general or of anarchlsin In Articular In Germany, Britain 
and the United Stales, where he successively devoted a half- 
century to the revohitLoriary cause, have been almost entirely 
derivative. There are very rare exceptions In the relevant 
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flecttnna <il UlrLch life's anci Anclr^w H. 

C^rlaOfi^s English'langiAge hilstories of the German atiarchEst 
morernent In the late ntneteairth century. As a result any neis 
tlogrAfiiy of Most will be welcomed^ 

Unfortunately Frederic Ttautmann hasn't ^ oduced anything 
Ufce what is needed. He ts an assistant professor of speech 
at Temple University In FM&delplala, but he doesn't seem to 
Know much about the written wordy fir about politics or 
history. The publlsliers have charged an enoririous price for 
a 30 O-pige booK which has Only three ILluetrations; and they 
have manflged to transpose lEges 24 and 25 , The style is 
that or a chatty news ^ per article, which raplclly palls^ The 
content ts often interesting and sometinies Infcmnatlve, but 
superficial and cemfused. 

Tije book is divided Into three rrain parts, me first part 
describes Most's I lie ^tt mate birth In Sa^’aria In 1 S 46 ,^ his 
unhapp^f upbringing, his entry Into the socialist movement In 
his early activity In Switzerbndy Austria and Germany^ 
his first Successes as a s pea Iter and write his worn as an 
editor of socialist t&pers and hla elecHon to the Reichstag as 
a socialist deputy, his frequent arrest acid Imprisonment^ his 
e^ile to England In 1873 , hie publication of IMe FreihelU his 
qifirrelwith the moderates of the German Social Democratic 
I^rty, his move towards anftrcMsm and terrcriann, his 
imprisonment for craidlng the assasslnstlDii of the Tsar in 
lEfll, the suppi'csBlon of EMe Frelhelt for praising the Phoeni;^ 
I^rk murders in 18 B 2 , and his further estils to the United 
Slates, 

Tha second part describes Most^s early activity in the 
United States, his success ag a popular lecturer and mltLlant 
Jourlailist, his revival of Die Ftelhclt , hla teadiershlp of the 
radical wing of the ararchlsts and social-revolutionaries as 
the founder of the Interna tloie I Working People's Assodatloti. 
his authorship of the Pittsburgh ProclanuitiDn of 1383 which 
was the main tiejrt: of the moven^nl for the next few years, 
his Opposition to the Eight Hour Movement which culmlcated 
In the Chicago riots of ISflfi and the execution of the framed 


amrctilsls In 1887, his imprisonment for defending the 
martyrs, and his gradual turn against terrortam and loss of 
influence On the left. 

The third part da scribe a Moet's later mettvity In the United 
States, his relaHonship with Emjma Goldman and cond'emn^ 
atlon Of Alexander Berk man for attempting to asBasBlnate 
Frick In 1392, hts marriage to Helen Mlnidn In 1893^ his 
writing, his acting, his drinking, his further arrests and 
Ira prison me nt, especially when Iteon Czolgoss. assasslmted 
President McKinley in 1901, his decUne as a ^rson and as 
a leader, his continued lecturing, and his death cm tour In 
Clticlratti in 1906, aedve right up to Use end after sixty hard 
years. 

Each part Is arbltrari^ divided Into sections labelled 
"E^rfloml & R-lvafe'V ^'Posittoos & I^rsuagiDns’^, ^'Public £i 
Pole mi cal”, "Penalty punishment", followed by a conclus¬ 
ion, This means Uiat the s«nse of tlioe is complete^ lost, 
and It has to be restored by several separate chronologies. 
Tliere is Uiroughcut an extraordinary ]u mbte of material, 
and U is often hard to work out what It comes from, if apy- 
thing. There Is no atte mpt to dLsUngutsh between the various 
kinfls aiid qualities of source, and Httle attempt to d’tscoyer 
new ficn;roes -- thus Tfautrnann didn't Oven teke Uie trouble 
to Interview Johann Moet's sotk, who is sttU Uving in the 
United Stetee. Thftre is little attem^pt to describe or dtscuas 
Meet's own writings, and tlien only in tbs form of cxpogitloii 
rather than crltlcisin or explacfitton. 

There ts a case for a readable Journalistic account of a 
rvAn Uke Most, but Uiis Is not that. All that TVautmann has 
done is to put In one volume a great deaf of variable inform¬ 
ation about One of the oddest people who led our movement, 
and all that can be said for It is that there Is something new 
here for people who can't read German and can't be bothered 
with looking up the sources tfiemuelveB. What a waste of an 
opportunity, and what a pity tf CJic existence of this book 
jrovente Uie publication of a proper biography cf Johann Moat.
